More Than 17,000 Germans Taken 


Prisoner inThree Days of Fighting 
—75 Pieces Of Artillery Captured 
—Germans Occupy French Ad- 
vance Trenches But Are Driven 
Out or Killed In Counter Attack. 


The great offensive of the French against the Germans continues un- 


abated. 
Numerous new points of advantage have 
been 
taken 
by 
the 


French, also a number of prisoners, and guns. 
Violent counter attacks by 


the Germans resulted in heavy casualities to the Germans. In three days 
fighting more than 17,000 prisoners have fallen into the hands of the French, 
together with 75 cannon. 


FRENCH TRENCHES RETAKEN 


South of St. Quentin during Wednesday the Germans made an attack 


against the French which failed and was followed by another in which 
the Germans succeeded in penerating advance French positions. In coun- 
ter attacks the French killed or made prisoners of the men occupying th 
positions, and succeeded in regaining their lost trenches.
